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LOG  ENTRY  -    JUNE  8,  1953 

Since  our  tour  of  duty  will  be  over  in  a  few  more  days  and  many  of  us  will 
be  transferred  either  afloat  or  ashore,  I  have  found  myself  reminiscing  all  day 
about  the  first  time  we  came  aboard  the  Flagship  WILMINGTON  COLLEGE 
as  a  crew  of  raw  recruits.  We  were  a  conglomeration  of  every  possible  type 
of  humanity  with  only  two  things  in  common:  a  tight,  cold  knot  of  fear  in  our 
throats  and  the  desire  to  follow  our  two-year  enlistment  aboard  THE  WIL-COL, 
That  first  day  after  enlistment  was  one  I  will  never  forget!  That  was  the  day 
we  were  slated  for  general  inspection  by  the  top  brass.  The  Old  Man,  Captain 
Randall,  immediately  "endeared''  himself  to  us  recruits  as  his  jovial  greeting 
rang  out — "All  right,  you  swab-jockeys!  Shake  that  Brunswick  County  mud 
off  your  shoes,  get  the  lead  out,  and  shove  off!!"  Our  platoon  was  divided  into 
several  squads  and  we  found  ourselves  hustled  off  into  various  classrooms  where 
we  were  again  welcomed  by  the  several  Lieutenants  in  charge.  After  having 
us  sound  off,  the  Lieutenants  outlined  the  work  expected  from  us  as  a  part  of 
our  boot  training,  and  declared  that  their  chief  purpose  was  to  make  able-bodied 
seamen  of  us  or  to  kill  us  in  the  process.  With  this  encouragement,  they  hustled 
us  off  to  the  supply  depot  with  several  mimeographed  sheets  listing  the  books 
required  for  each  branch  of  training.  This  proved  to  be  the  first  step  in  the 
physical  educational  part  of  our  training  period.  True  to  theory,  the  fittest 
survived,  acquiring  the  skill  of  juggling  twenty  or  thirty  textbooks  under  one 
arm  while  trying  to  race  topside  from  below  between  bells.  Thus,  we  began 
our  apprenticed-seamanship  with  two  firm  convictions:  that  we  could  never  be 
anything   but  landlubbers  and  that  the  Ship's  Brass  really  had  a  lot  of  brass!! 

Boot  training  was  a  rigid  orientation  period  for  most  of  us.  As  we  gradually 
became  adjusted  to  routine  aboard  THE  WIL-COL,  we  became  aware  that  under- 
neath our  rough  exteriors  lay  the  potentialities  for  being  good  sailors. 

After  about  three  grueling  months  of  work,  discipline,  and  endless  studying, 
we  were  ranked  as  Seamen  Second  Class,  with  Jack  Franks,  Jimmy  Schulken, 
and  Wave  Harriet  Gallup  as  Petty  Officers.  Kenneth  Murphy  and  James  Kirby, 
chief  Petty  Officers,  were  our  representatives  to  the  Ship's  Council  of  Govern- 
ment. We  seamen  were  permanently  assigned  to  the  Flagship  WIL-COL  for  the 
remainder  of  our  enlistment  period.  Although  the  intensely  rigid  boot  training 
was  at  an  end,  our  studies  continued  to  stretch  out  before  us  as  endless  as  time 
itself.  By  the  end  of  the  year  we  had  unwittingly  absorbed  many  new  attitudes 
and  habits  reflecting  the  influence  of  WIL-COL.  We  also  had  softened  in  our 
attitude  toward  the  top  Brass,  especially  when  at  the  end  of  our  first  year  of 
training  the  Officers  and  Crew  feted  us  ashore  with  a  banquet  at  one  of  the 
Port   City's   better   dinner   clubs. 

In  June  we  were  granted  three  months'  leave,  which  passed  by  very  quickly 
as  do  all  good  things.  Once  more  we  found  ourselves  aboard  THE  WIL-COL. 
We  were  advanced  in  rank  to  Seamen  First  Class.  Donald  Farrow  and  Waves 
Barbara  Dannaher  and  Faith  Sneeden  were  made  Chief  Warrant  Officers,  while 
William  Stromsoe  and  Waves  Patsy  Patterson,  Elsie  Peterson,  Betty  Watkins, 
and  Harriet  Gallup  were  promoted  as  Mid-shipmen,  with  Jack  Franks  as  Ensign. 

Physically,  we  had  been  only  one  year  before.  The  change  had  been  an 
inward  one!  We  soon  found  that  advancement  in  rank  entailed  added  responsi- 
bility and  we  became  indoctrinated  in  "delegating  authority  but  never  responsi- 
bility." We  became  more  serious  about  our  work  and  found  that  some  of  us 
were  more  talented  in  one  particular  branch  of  service  than  in  others.  Our 
boisterousness  was  toned  down  gradually  by  increasing  dignity.  While  much 
of  our  time  was  taken  up  with  our  studies,  we  found  social  and  recreational 
expressions  in  the  various  supervised  organizations  of  THE  WIL-COL. 

Time  has  passed  rapidly  this  year — too  rapidly!  As  I  write  this,  my  last 
entry,  in  the  Ship's  log,  I  find  that  I  am  rather  hesitant  to  write  the  words 
"tour  of  duty  ended" — to  write  finis  to  the  many  close  associations  and  friend- 
ships that  have  grown  up  between  Officers  and  Crew.  Yet,  in  a  few  days  each 
of  us  will  have  completed  his  training  here  and  will  launch  out  into  deeper 
waters.  Whatever  awaits  us,  we  know  that  we  will  be  adequately  trained  to 
meet  calmly  any  obstacle  that  threatens  our  course  and  to  launch  out  fear- 
lessly into  the  sea  of  life.
